But Socrates hauing diſcouered by the readineſſe of 
his good vnderſtanding and iudgerhent, the Hypocrilic 
of this Philoſopher,faid aloude,that he ſaw his Ambition 
through the holes ot his cloake. Diogenes alſo entering 
on a time into Platehis chamber, and ſeeing his bedde 
verie finely made (becauſe bceing of a Guilf and Gen- 
tlemanlike nature , hee was neate and hanſome in his 
moucables , apparell , and geſtures ; and to bee ſhort, 
in all his conuerſation ) hee went and wallowed him- 
ſelfe like a Swine vpon it , faying that hee trampled 
downe Platoes pride : but Plato anſwered readily , that 
this was done with greater pride , For all is not gold 
thatgliſtercth,as mmntanly' ſaid,
